PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


Gender Identity' Amendment to the 
Cook County Human Rights Ordinance 

WHEREAS, Cook County seeks to protect its citizens in the enjoyment of civil rights and to promote 
mutual understanding and respect among all who live and work within the County; and 

WHEREAS, discrimination, prejudice, intolerance and bigotry directly and profoundly threaten the rights 
and freedom of Cook County residents; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County has passed ordinances to protect the civil rights of those who live and work 
within the County, including the prohibition of discrimination based on sex; and 

WHEREAS, despite these protections, there are still citizens who are denied their civil rights because 
their gender identity, appearance or behavior differs from that traditionally associated with their sex at 
birth; and 

WHEREAS, gender-based discrimination often leads to loss of employment, housing and refusal of 
services in public accommodations. 

NOW, THEREFORE, in order to protect these citizens, the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
proposes that the term “gender identity,” as defined, be added as an amendment to the Cook County 
Human Rights Ordinance (Ordinance No. 93-0-13. approved and adopted March 16. 1993). 

FURTHERMORE, it is proposed that various sections of Ordinance No. 93-0-13, the Cook County 
Human Rights Ordinance, be amended as follows: 

I. PREAMBLE 

WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois provides 
that “a County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County... [is] a Home 
Rule Unit" and the County of Cook, Illinois (the “County"), has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the 
electors of the County and is therefore a Home Rule Unit and may. under the powers granted by said 
Section 6(a) of Article VII of said Constitution of 1970. exercise any power and perform any function 
pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, prejudice, intolerance, bigotry, and discrimination occasioned thereby threaten the 
rights and proper privileges of the County's inhabitants and menace the institutions and foundation of a 
free and democratic society; and 
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WHEREAS, behavior which denies equal treatment to any individual because of his or her race, 
color, sex, age, religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, parental 
status, military discharge status, source of income, gender identity, or housing status undermines civil 
order and deprives individuals of the benefits of a free and open society; and 

WHEREAS, in order to create a free and open society, it is necessary' to provide the protection 
set forth herein on a county-wide basis. 

BE IT AND IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, AN 
ORDINANCE to assure that individuals within the jurisdiction of Cook County shall be protected in the 
enjoyment of civil rights, and to promote mutual understanding and respect among all who live and work 
within this County. 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall be liberally construed for the accomplishment of its 
purpose. Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to limit rights granted under the law's of the State 
of Illinois or the United States. This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Cook County 
Human Rights Ordinance.” 


II. DEFINITIONS 

Whenever used in this Ordinance, unless otherwise defined herein: 

(A) “Age" means chronological age of not less than 40 years. 

(B) “Credit transaction” means the grant, denial, extension or termination of credit to an 
individual. 

(C) “Disability” means (1) a physical or mental impairment that substantially limits one or 
more of the major life activities of an individual; (2) a record of such an impairment; or (3) being 
regarded as having such an impairment. Excluded from this definition is an impairment relating to the 
illegal use, possession or distribution of “controlled substances” as defined in schedules I through V of 
the Controlled Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 812). 

(D) (1) “Employee" means any individual whether paid or unpaid, engaged in employment for 
an employer, or (2) an applicant for employment. 

(E) “Employer" means (I) any person employing one or more employees, or seeking to 
employ one or more employees, (a) if the person has its principal place of business within Cook County; 
or (b) does business within Cook County. (2) “Employer” does not mean (a) the government of the 
United States or a corporation wholly owned by the government of the United States; (b) an Indian tribe 
or a corporation wholly owned by an Indian tribe; (c) the government of the State of Illinois or any 
agency or department thereof, or (d) the government of any municipality in Cook County. 

(F) “Employment" means the performance of services for an employer (1) for remuneration; 
or (2) as a volunteer; or (3) as a participant in a training or apprenticeship program. 

(G) “Employment agency” means a person that undertakes to procure employees or 
opportunities to work for potential employees, through interviews, referrals, or advertising, or any 
combination thereof. 
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(H) “Housing status" means the type of housing in which an individual resides, whether 
publicly or privately owned; an individual's ownership status with respect to the individual's residence; or 
the status of having or not having a Fixed residence. 

(I) “Labor organization" includes any organization, labor union, or craft union, or any 
voluntary incorporated association designed to further the cause of the rights of union labor, which is 
constituted for the purpose, in whole or in part, of collective bargaining or of dealing with an employer 
concerning grievances, terms or conditions of employment, or apprenticeships or applications for 
apprenticeships, or of other mutual aid or protection in connection with employment, including 
apprenticeships or applications for apprenticeships. 

(J) “Marital status” means the status of being single, married, divorced, separated, or widowed. 

(K) “Military discharge status" means the fact of having been discharged from the Armed 
Forces of the United States, their Reserve components or any National Guard or Naval Militia other than 
by a “dishonorable discharge.” 

(L) “National origin" means the place in which an individual or one of his or her ancestors was 

born. 

(M) "Parental status" means the status of living with one or more dependent minors or disabled 
children. 

(N) “Person" means one or more individuals; partnerships, associations, or organizations; labor 
organizations, labor unions, joint apprenticeship committees, or union labor associations; corporations; 
recipients of County funds; legal representatives, trusts, trustees in bankruptcy, or receivers; state 
governments other than that of Illinois; or commercial operations or entities controlled by governments 
other than those of Illinois, or of the United States. 

(O) “Public accommodation” means a person, place, business establishment, or agency that 
sells, leases, provides, or offers any product, facility, or service to the general public in Cook County, 
regardless of ownership or operation (1) by a public body or agency; (2) for or without regard to profit; 
or (3) for a fee or not for a fee. "Public accommodation" also means an institution, club, association, or 
other place of accommodation in Cook County, whether or not open to the general public, that has more 
than 400 members and provides regular meal service and regularly receives payment for dues, fees, 
accommodations, facilities, or services from or on behalf of nonmembers for the furtherance of trade or 
business. “Public accommodation" also means any products, facilities, or services of a non-public 
accommodation that are made available in Cook County to the general public or to the customers or 
patrons of another establishment that is a public accommodation. 

(P) “Religion” means all aspects of religious observance and practice, as well as belief, or the 
actual identification with or perceived identification with a religion. 

(Q) “Sexual orientation” means the status or expression, whether actual or perceived, of 
heterosexuality, homosexuality, or bisexuality. 

(R) “Source of income” means the lawful manner by which an individual supports himself or 
herself and his or her dependents. 
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(S) ‘'Unlawful discrimination'’ means discrimination against a person because of the actual or 
perceived status, practice, or expression of that person's race, color, sex, age. religion, disability, national 
origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, parental status, military discharge status, source of 
income, gender identity or housing status; or the actual or perceived association with such a person. 

(T) “Gender identity" means the actual or perceived appearance, expression, identity, or 
behavior, of a person as being male or female, whether or not that appearance, expression, identity or 
behavior is different from that traditionally associated with the person's designated sex at birth. 

III. EMPLOYMENT 


(A) COVERAGE 

The prohibitions against unlawful discrimination contained in Article III apply as follows, I) to 
employment that is or would be in whole or in part in Cook County; or 2) when the act of unlawful 
discrimination takes place in Cook County. 

(B) PROHIBITIONS 

(1) EMPLOYMENT. No employer shall directly or indirectly discriminate against any 
individual in hiring, classification, grading, recruitment, discharge, discipline, compensation, selection for 
training and apprenticeship, or other term, privilege, or condition of employment on the basis of unlawful 
discrimination. 

(2) EMPLOYMENT AGENCY. No employment agency shall directly or indirectly discriminate 
against any individual in hiring, classification, grading, recruitment, discharge, discipline, compensation, 
selection for training and apprenticeship, or other term, privilege, or condition of employ ment on the basis 
of unlawful discrimination. 

(3) LABOR ORGANIZATIONS. No labor organization shall limit, segregate, or classify its 
membership, or limit employment opportunities, selection, and training for apprenticeship in any trade or 
craft, or otherwise take, or fail to take, any action which affects adversely any individual's status as an 
employee, or as an apprentice, or as an applicant for apprenticeships, or wages, tenure, hours of 
employment, or apprenticeship conditions, on the basis of unlawful discrimination. 

(C) EXCEPTIONS 

The prohibitions contained in this Article III shall not apply to any of the following: 

(1) BFOQ. Hiring or selecting between individuals for bona fide occupational qualifications. 

(2) MILITARY DISCHARGE STATUS. Use of an individual's unfavorable discharge from 
military service as a valid employ ment criterion where (a) authorized by federal law or regulation; or (b) 
where the affected position of employment involves the exercise of fiduciary responsibilities and the 
reasons for the unfavorable discharge relate to his or her fiduciary capacity; or (c) where the reasons for 
the unfavorable discharge specifically relate to criteria which constitute a bona fide occupational 
qualification for a particular job. 

(3) VETERANS. Giving preferential treatment to veterans and their relatives as required by 
federal or state law or regulation. 
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(4) RELIGION. Giving preference in employment by a religious corporation, association, 
educational institution, or society to individuals of a particular religion to help carry out the religious 
activities of such corporation, association, educational institution or society. 

(D) RELIGIOUS ACCOMMODATION 

(1) No employer shall refuse to make all reasonable efforts to accommodate the religious beliefs, 
observances, and practices of employees or prospective employees unless the employer demonstrates that 
he or she is unable to reasonably accommodate an employee's or prospective employee's religious 
observance or practice without undue hardship on the conduct of the employer's business. 

(2) Reasonable efforts to accommodate include, but are not limited to. allowing an employee: (a) 
to take a day of paid leave or vacation, where applicable under the employee's employment agreement; or 
(b) to be excused from work without pay and without discipline or other penalty; or (c) to elect to take 
the day off with pay in order to practice the employee’s religious beliefs, and to make up the lost work 
time at a time and date consistent with the operational needs of the employer's business. Any employee 
who elects such deferred work shall be compensated at his or her regular rate of pay. regardless of the 
time and date at which the work is made up. The employer may require that any employee who plans to 
exercise option (c) of this paragraph provide the employer with notice of the employee's intention to do 
so. no less than five days prior to the date of absence. 

(E) SEXUAL HARASSMENT 

No employer, employee, agent of an employer, employment agency, or labor organization 
(hereinafter referred to collectively in this section as “employer”) shall engage, in sexual harassment. 
“Sexual harassment” means any unwelcome sexual advance, request for sexual favors, or conduct of a 
sexual nature when (1) submission to such conduct is an explicit or implicit term or condition of an 
individual's employment; or (2) submission to or rejection of such conduct by an individual is used as 
the basis for any employment decision affecting the individual; or (3) such conduct has the purpose or 
effect of substantially interfering with an individual's work performance or creating an intimidating, 
hostile, or offensive working environment. 

An employer is responsible for its acts and those of its agents and supervisory employees with 
respect to sexual harassment regardless of whether the specific acts complained of were authorized or 
even forbidden by the employer and regardless of w hether the employer knew' or should have known of 
their occurrence. An employer is responsible for acts of sexual harassment between co-employees in the 
workplace where the employer (or its agents or supervisory employees) knew or should have known of 
the conduct, unless it can show that it took immediate and appropriate corrective action. An employer 
may also be responsible for the acts of non-employees, with respect to sexual harassment of employees in 
the workplace, where the employer (or its agents or supervisory employees) knew or should have known 
of the conduct and failed to take immediate and appropriate corrective action. 

(F) NATIONAL ORIGIN 

No employer may discriminate based on national origin under the guise of discrimination based on 
an individual's foreign education or training. Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to conflict with 
federal or state licensing or certification requirements. 
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IV. CREDIT TRANSACTIONS 


(A) PROHIBITION 

No person shall discriminate in Cook Count}' against any individual in any aspect of a credit 
transaction or in any term or condition of bonding on the basis of unlawful discrimination. 

(B) SEXUAL HARASSMENT 

No person shall engage in sexual harassment in Cook County in any aspect of a credit transaction or 
in any term or condition of bonding. “Sexual harassment" means any unwelcome sexual advance, request 
for sexual favors, or conduct of a sexual nature when (1) submission to such conduct is an explicit or 
implicit term or condition of an individual's credit transaction or of bonding; or (2) submission to or 
rejection of such conduct by an individual is used as the basis for any credit or bonding decision affecting 
the individual; or (3) such conduct has the purpose or effect of substantially interfering with an 
individual's access to credit or bonding creating an intimidating, hostile, or offensive environment in any 
aspect of bonding or in any aspect of a credit transaction. 

V. PUBLIC ACCOMMODATIONS 


(A) PROHIBITION 

No Person that owns, leases, rents, operates, manages, or in any manner controls a public 
accommodation in Cook County shall withhold, deny, curtail, limit, or discriminate concerning the full 
use of such public accommodation by any individual on the basis of unlawful discrimination. 

(B) EXCEPTIONS 

(1) The prohibition contained in this Article V shall not apply to sex discrimination in any of the 
following: 


(a) DISTINCTLY PRIVATE FACILITY. Any facility that is distinctly private in nature 
such as rest rooms, shower rooms, bath houses, dressing rooms, or health clubs. 

(b) SLEEPING ROOMS. Any facility that restricts rental of residential or sleeping rooms 
to individuals of one sex. 

(c) EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. Any educational institution that restricts 
enrollment of students to individuals of one sex. 

(d) Notwithstanding subsections (a) through (c) above, any person may use a public 
accommodation or anv of its products, facilities, or serv ices that are open to persons of the sex or uender 
reflected on anv official identification of that individual recognized within the State of Illinois, including 
a driver's license or state identification card. 


(2) The Cook County Commission on Human Rights (“Commission") as defined in Article X of 
this Ordinance shall adopt rules specifying any additional exceptions to the prohibition contained in this 
Article V based on bona fide considerations of public policy. 
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(3) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this Ordinance, nothing contained in 
this Article V shall require any person who does not participate in the federal Section 8 housing assistance 
program (42 U.S.C 1437f) to accept any subsidy, payment, assistance, voucher, or contribution under or 
in connection with such program or to lease or rent to any tenant or prospective tenant who is relying on 
such a subsidy, payment assistance, contribution, or voucher for payment of part of the rent for such place 
of accommodation. 

(C) SEXUAL HARASSMENT 

No person who is, owns, leases, rents, operates, manages, or in any manner controls a public 
accommodation shall engage in sexual harassment affecting access to, participation in. or the full use of 
such public accommodation. “Sexual harassment" means any unwelcome sexual advance, request for 
sexual favors, or conduct of a sexual nature when (1) submission to such conduct is an explicit or implicit 
term or condition of an individual’s access to. participation in. or full use of a public accommodation; or 
(2) submission to or rejection of such conduct by an individual is used as the basis for any decision 
affecting the individual's access to, participation in, or full use of a public accommodation; or (3) such 
conduct has the purpose or effect of substantially interfering with an individual's access to, participation 
in. or full use of any public accommodation or creating an intimidating, hostile, or offensive environment 
with respect thereto. 


VI. HOUSING 


(A) DEFINITIONS 

Whenever used in this Article VI; 

(1) “Person" shall mean any person as defined in Article II (N) of this Ordinance that is also an 
owner. lessor, sublessor, assignor, managing agent, or other individual, firm, or corporation having the 
right to sell. rent, lease, or sublease any housing unit within Cook County, or any agent, broker, or other 
individual working on behalf of any such individual, firm, or corporation. 

(2) “Real estate transaction" means the sale, exchange, rental, occupancy, lease, sublease, or 
lease renewal of real property for residential purposes in Cook County or the provision of services or 
utilities in connection with such sale, exchange, rental, occupancy, lease, sublease, or lease renewal. 
“Real estate transaction" also means with respect to activity conducted or property located in Cook 
County, the brokering or appraising of residential real property in Cook County and the making, 
purchasing, or guaranteeing of loans or mortgages or providing any other financial assistance either (a) 
for purchasing, constructing, improving, repairing, or maintaining a dwelling or (b) secured by residential 
real property. 

(B) PROHIBITIONS 

(1) TERMS AND CONDITIONS. No person shall make any distinction, discrimination, or 
restriction in the price, terms, conditions, or privileges of any real estate transaction, including the 
decision to engage in or renew any real estate transaction, on the basis of unlawful discrimination. 

(2) DISCRIMINATORY COMMUNICATIONS. No person shall publish, circulate, issue, or 
display, or cause to be published, circulated, issued, or displayed, any communication, notice, 
advertisement, sign or other writing of any kind relating to a real estate transaction which will indicate or 
express any unlawful limitation or discrimination on the basis of unlawful discrimination. 
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(3) LISTINGS. No person shall deliberately and knowingly refuse examination of any listing of 
residential real property within Cook County to any individual because of unlawful discrimination. 

(4) REPRESENTATIONS. No person shall deliberately and knowingly represent to an 
individual that residential real property is not available for inspection, sale, rental, or lease in Cook 
County when in fact it is available, or fail to bring a residential real estate listing in Cook Count)' to an 
individual's attention, or refuse to permit a person to inspect residential real property in Cook County 
because of unlawful discrimination. 

(5) BLOCKBUSTING. No person shall solicit, for sale, lease, or listing for sale or lease, 
residential real property within Cook Count) on the grounds of loss of value due to the present or 
prospective entry into any neighborhood of any individual or individuals of any particular race, color, sex, 
age. religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, parental status, 
military discharge status, source of income, gender identity, or housing status. 

(6) ENCOURAGEMENT OF BLOCKBUSTING. No person shall distribute or cause to be 
distributed written material or statements designed to induce any owner of residential real property in 
Cook County to sell or lease his, her, or its property because of any prospective change in the race, color, 
sex, age. religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, parental status, 
military discharge status, source of income, gender identity, or housing status of individuals in the 
neighborhood. 

(7) CREATING ALARM. No person shall intentionally create alarm among residents of any 
community within Cook County by transmitting communication in any manner, including a telephone 
call whether or not conversation thereby ensues, with a design to induce any person within Cook County 
to sell or lease his or her residential real property within Cook County because of the present or 
prospective entry into the vicinity of the property of any individual or individuals of any particular race, 
color, sex. age. religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, parental 
status, military discharge status, source of income, gender identity, or housing status. 

(C) EXCEPTIONS 

The prohibitions in this Article VI shall not apply to any of the following: 

(1) AGE. Restricting rental or sale of a housing accommodation to an individual of a certain age 
group (a) when such housing accommodation is authorized, approved, financed, or subsidized in whole 
or in part for the benefit of that age group by a unit of state, local, or federal government; or (b) when the 
duly recorded initial declaration of a condominium or community association limits such housing 
accommodations to individuals 50 years of age or older, provided that an individual or members of the 
household of an individual owning or renting a unit in such housing accommodation prior to the 
recording of the initial declaration shall not be deemed to be in violation of the age restriction as long as 
the individual or household member continues to own or reside in the housing accommodation. 

(2) RELIGION. Limitation by a religious organization, association, or society, or any not-for- 
profit institution or organization operated, supervised, or controlled by or in conjunction with a religious 
organization, association, or society, of the sale, rental, or occupancy of a dwelling which it owns or 
operates for other than a commercial purpose to individuals of the same religion, or from giving 
preference to such individuals. 
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(3) SINGLE SEX. Restricting the rental of rooms in a housing accommodation to individuals of 
one sex. Any person mav use a housing accommodation that is open to persons of the sex or gender 
reflected on any official identification of that individual recognized within the State of Illinois, including 
a driver’s license or state identification card. 


(4) PRIVATE ROOMS. Rental of a room or rooms in a private home by an owner if he or she or 
a member of his or her family resides therein or, while absent for a period of not more than twelve 
months, if he or she or a member of his or her family intends to return to reside therein. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this Ordinance, nothing contained in 
this Article VI shall require any person who does not participate in the federal Section 8 housing 
assistance program (42 U.S.C 1437f) to accept any subsidy, payment assistance, voucher, or contribution 
under or in connection with such program or to lease or rent to any tenant or prospective tenant who is 
relying on such a subsidy, payment assistance, contribution, or voucher for payment of part of the rent for 
such housing accommodation. 

(D) SEXUAL HARASSMENT 

No person shall engage in sexual harassment in any real estate transaction. “Sexual harassment” 
means any unwelcome sexual advance, request for sexual favors, or conduct of a sexual nature when (I) 
submission to such conduct is an explicit or implicit term or condition of an individual's real estate 
transaction; or (2) submission to or rejection of such conduct by an individual is used as the basis for any 
decision affecting the individual's real estate transaction; or (3) such conduct has the purpose or effect of 
substantially interfering with an individual's real estate transaction or creating an intimidating, hostile, or 
offensive environment with respect thereto. 

VII. COUNTY FACILITIES, SERVICES AND PROGRAMS 

(A) PROHIBITION 

No person shall engage in unlawful discrimination in the provision or distribution of any Cook 
County (“County”) facilities, services, or programs. 

(B) EXCEPTION 

The Cook County Commission on Human Rights (“Commission”) as defined in Article X of this 
Ordinance shall adopt rules specifying any exceptions to the prohibition contained in this Article VII 
based on bona fide considerations of public policy . 

(C) SEXUAL HARASSMENT 

No person shall engage in sexual harassment in the provision or distribution of any County 
facilities, services, or programs. “Sexual harassment” means any unwelcome sexual advance, request for 
sexual favors, or conduct of a sexual nature when (1) submission to such conduct is an explicit or implicit 
term or condition of an individual's use of County facilities, or the provision of County services or 
programs; or (2) submission to or rejection of such conduct by an individual is used as the basis for any 
decision affecting the provision or allocation of County services or programs, or the use of County 
facilities; or (3) such conduct has the purpose or effect of substantially interfering with an individual's 
access to County services, programs, or facilities, or the conduct creates an intimidating, hostile, or 
offensive environment for the provision of County services or programs, or in the use of County facilities. 
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VIII. CONTRACTS 


(A) PROHIBITION 

No person who is a party to a contract with Cook County (‘•County") shall engage in unlawful 
discrimination or sexual harassment against any individual in the terms or conditions of employment, 
credit, public accommodations, housing, or provision of County facilities, services or programs. “Sexual 
harassment" has such meaning as is ascribed to it in other articles of this Ordinance. 

(B) CONTRACT PROVISIONS 

The purchasing agent for the County, and all other department heads, as authorized, shall include a 
provision in all County contracts that sets forth the County's policies with respect to unlawful 
discrimination and sexual harassment, as embodied in this Ordinance, and that requires every contractor 
to certify its compliance with these policies and its agreement to abide by such policies as a part of the 
contractor's contractual obligations. 

All County contracts shall further provide that if any part}' to a contract with the County is found to 
have violated any provision of this Ordinance, or furnished false or misleading information in any 
investigation, hearing, or inquiry held pursuant to this Ordinance, that contract may be subject to a 
declaration of default and termination. 

(C) EXCEPTION 

This Article VI11 applies only to contracts executed after the effective date of this Ordinance. 

IX. ADDITIONAL CIVIL RIGHTS VIOLATIONS 


(A) RETALIATION 


No person shall retaliate against any person because that person in good faith has opposed that 
which he or she reasonably believed to be unlawful discrimination, sexual harassment, or other violation 
of this Ordinance or has made a complaint, testified, assisted, or participated in an investigation, 
proceeding, or hearing under this Ordinance. 

(B) AIDING AND ABETTING 

No person shall aid. abet, compel, or coerce a person to commit a violation under this Ordinance. 

(C) INTERFERENCE 

No person shall willfully interfere with the performance of a duty or the exercise of a power by the 
Commission or one of its members or staff. 
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X. ENFORCEMENT 

(A) COMMISSION ON HUMAN RIGHTS 

(1) The President shall appoint eleven members to a Commission on Human Rights 
(“Commission*') subject to approval of the Cook County Board of Commissioners. In appointing 
members to the Commission, the President shall take into account the diversity of communities and 
conditions protected by this Ordinance and shall seek the input of affected communities. Four of the 
initial appointees shall be appointed for term expiring on July 1 of the year following their appointment, 
four shall be appointed for term expiring on July 1 of the second year following their appointment, and 
three shall be appointed for terms ending on July I of the third year following their appointment. 
Thereafter, members shall be appointed for three-year terms. 

(2) Each member of the Commission (a) shall reside within the corporate boundaries of Cook 
County; (b) shall not be an employee of the County during his or her term; and (c) shall serve without 
compensation, but may be reimbursed for reasonable expenses incurred in the performance of 
Commission duties. 

(3) A majority of the members of the Commission shall constitute a quorum for the purpose of 
transacting business. 

(4) At its first meeting after July 1 of each year, the Commission shall elect from its membership 
a chairperson and a vice chairperson. The chairperson shall preside at all meetings and hearings of the 
Commission. In the absence of the chairperson, the vice chairperson shall preside. 

(5) The President may remove any member of the Commission for incompetence, substantial 
neglect of duty, gross misconduct, malfeasance in office, or violation of any law. after written notice, 
stating with particularity the grounds for removal and providing an opportunity for the member to 
respond. 

(6) The President shall appoint an Executive Director of the staff for the Commission. The 
Executive Director shall be responsible for the day-to-day operation of the Commission and its staff. 

(7) The Commission shall be responsible for initiating, receiving, and investigating violations of 
this Ordinance. 

(8) Hearing officers shall conduct hearings on complaints brought under this Ordinance. A 
hearing officer shall be an attorney duly licensed to practice law in this state. 

(9) The Commission may delegate to the Commission staff as the Commission considers 
necessary any matter properly before the Commission. The Commission shall adopt rules which specify 
those duties and responsibilities which may be delegated to Commission staff, and those duties and 
responsibilities which shall remain with the members of the Commission. 

(B) PROCEDURE 

(I) Complaint Process 
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(a) Within 180 days after the date that a violation of this Ordinance is alleged to have been 
committed, a written complaint may be filed with the Commission. A written complaint may be filed by 
a party alleging that he or she was injured (‘‘complainant”) by a violation of this Ordinance, or a 
complaint may be issued by the Commission. For any continuing violation, the complaint may be filed 
within 180 days after the last day of the violation. 

(b) The complaint shall be in such detail as to substantially apprise any party properly 
concerned as to the time, place, and facts surrounding the alleged violation. The Commission may reject 
without prejudice and without investigation any complaint that fails to set forth sufficient evidence to 
state a prima facie case of a violation of this Ordinance. 

(c) The Commission shall serve a copy of the complaint on the party against whom it is 
made ("respondent”) within 10 days after it is filed with the Commission. The Commission's failure to 
meet this or any other deadline shall not prejudice the complainant. 

(d) Both the complainant or the respondent may be represented by counsel at any stage of 
conciliation, investigation, or hearing on the complaint. 

(2) Investigation Process 

(a) The Commission shall investigate each complaint to determine whether there is 
substantial evidence that a violation of this Ordinance has occurred. The investigation shall be completed 
within 180 days after the filing or issuance of the complaint, unless it is impractical to do so within that 
time. If the Commission determines that there is not substantial evidence, written notification of the 
determination shall be served on the complainant and the respondent. The complainant shall have 30 
days from receipt of this notice to file with the Commission a request for reconsideration of the 
Commission's determination. 

(b) Notwithstanding the above-referenced 180-day time period, the Commission may defer 
investigation of a timely filed complaint when the same complaint, or a substantially similar complaint, 
has been filed by the complainant with another administrative agency. The Commission shall adopt rules 
specifying under what circumstances investigation of a complaint may be deferred. 

(c) The Commission may attempt to settle or adjust any complaint by conciliation at any 
time that the complaint is pending. 

(d) The Commission shall issue subpoenas for the appearance of witnesses, the production 
of evidence, or both, in the course of investigations and hearings. Subpoenas shall be issued where 
necessity for a full and complete investigation. A subpoena shall be served in the same manner as 
subpoenas issued under the Rules of the Illinois Supreme Court to compel the appearance of a deponent 
and shall be subject to the same witness and mileage fees fixed by law for such subpoenas. The 
Commission shall adopt rules for determining objections to any subpoenas and prescribing any other 
requirements for subpoenas. 

(e) If the Commission concludes at any time following the filing or issuance of a complaint 
that in order to carry out the purposes of this Ordinance a civil action to preserve the status quo or to 
prevent irreparable harm is advisable, then the Commission may pursue a civil action for appropriate 
temporary or preliminary relief pending final disposition of the complaint. 

(f) If any person refuses to comply with a Commission subpoena, order, or decision, the 
Commission may seek judicial enforcement. 
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(g) The Commission shall adopt liberal rules for discovery so that the complainant and the 
respondent may each obtain documents and other relevant information in the other's possession. 

(h) The Commission shall not disclose, other than to the parties or at the hearing, on the 
complainant, any evidence obtained in the course of the investigation or conciliation unless otherwise 
required by law. 

(i) The Commission may dismiss a complaint or may enter an order of default against a 
party for failure to cooperate with the Commission. 

(3) Hearings 

(a) For any complaint where it is determined that there is substantial evidence that a 
violation has occurred, a hearing shall be conducted by a hearing officer on the complaint. A hearing 
shall be commenced within 90 days after the determination of substantial evidence that a violation has 
occurred. All testimony shall be under oath and shall be either recorded or transcribed. The complainant 
and the respondent shall be allowed to testify, present evidence, and cross-examine witnesses at the 
hearing. 


(b) The Commission, at the request of any party and upon good cause shown, may at any 
time consider a request for expedited proceedings. If the Commission determines that any party has an 
imminent health risk during the proceedings, it may order the proceedings expedited. When an order for 
expedited proceedings is issued, the processing of the complaint shall take precedence over all matters 
except other matters of the same expedited character. When such an order is issued, the Commission or 
any hearing officer shall be authorized to shorten any time period set by this Ordinance or by rule other 
than the 180 day period for filing complaints. 

(4) Decisions 

(a) The hearing officer hearing the case shall make findings of fact based on the evidence 
admitted at the hearing and shall also recommend such relief as is appropriate to make a complainant 
whole. The findings and recommendations shall be served on all parties. Each party shall be given an 
opportunity to file with the Commission a brief on exceptions to the hearing officer's findings of fact and 
recommendations. 

(b) Subsequent to the filing and consideration by the hearing officer of any briefs on 
exceptions the Commission shall adopt the findings of fact of the hearing officer if the recommended 
findings are not contrary to the evidence presented at the hearing. The Commission may adopt, reject, or 
modify the recommendations of the hearing officer, in whole or in part, or may remand for additional 
hearing on some or all of the issues presented. 

(c) Decisions of the Commission shall be in writing and must be approved by a majority of 
those Commissioners who vote at a meeting with a quorum. Decisions of the Commission are final 
orders and shall be served upon the parties. Either party may file with the Commission a request for 
reconsideration within 30 days of receipt of the Commission's decision. 

(d) Any party may seek a writ of certiorari from the Chancery Division of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County according to applicable law. appealing any final order or decision of the Commission. 

(C) REMEDIES 

(1) Relief may include, but is not limited to. an order: 
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(a) to cease the illegal conduct complained of and to take steps to alleviate the effect of the 
illegal conduct complained of; 

(b) to pay actual damages, as reasonably determined by the Commission, for injury' or loss 

suffered; 

(c) to hire, reinstate, or upgrade the complainant, with or without back pay, or to provide 
such fringe benefits as the complainant may have been denied; 

(d) to sell or lease housing in question to the complainant; 

(e) to admit the complainant to a public accommodation; 

(f) to extend to the complainant the full and equal enjoyment of the goods, services, 
facilities, privileges, advantages, or accommodations of the respondent; 

(g) to pay the complainant all or a portion of the costs, including reasonable attorney's 
fees, expert witness fees, witness fees, and duplicating costs, incurred in pursuing the complaint before 
the Commission or at any stage of judicial review; 

(h) to take such action as may be necessary to make the complainant whole, including, but 
not limited to. awards of interest on the actual damages and back pay from the date of the violation; 

(i) to file with the Commission a report as to the manner of compliance; 

(j) to post in a conspicuous place notices which the Commission my publish or cause to be 
published setting forth requirements for compliance with this Ordinance or other relevant information 
which the Commission determines necessary to explain this Ordinance; and 

(k) to pay a fine of not less that $100 and not more than $500 for each offense. Every day 
that a violations shall continue shall constitute a separate and distinct offense. 

(2) The Commission may file with the Department of Professional Regulation of the State of 
Illinois a notice in the event that any licensed real estate broker or salesperson violates this Ordinance. 

(3) All remedies shall be cumulative. 

(D) INDIVIDUAL RIGHT OF ACTION 

(1) Any individual injured by a violation of this Ordinance shall have cause of action against the 
violator. It is expressly the intention of this Ordinance to confer an individual rights of action which may 
be redressed in the courts in accordance w ith paragraphs (2). (3), (4), (5) and (6) of this Section (D). 
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(2) Subsequent to a complaint being timely Filed with the Commission, where such complaint 
alleges a violation(s) under Article III, IV, V, VI, VII, or VIII of this Ordinance, and prior to an evidence 
finding a complainant may request of the Commission to have the claims asserted in that complaint 
decided in a civil action in a court of general jurisdiction. The Commission in its discretion may approve 
the request and shall issue a written authorization to the complainant to proceed before such a court. 
Upon receipt of the written authorization the complainant shall give notice of his or her decision to 
proceed to court to the Commission and to all other complainants and respondents to whom the complaint 
relates. Under this paragraph a complainant has 90 days from the date the written authorization is 
received within which to bring suit. The Commission shall adopt rules specifying what the Commission 
may consider in determining whether to grant or deny a request to proceed to court. 

(3) Subsequent to a complaint being timely filed with the Commission, where such complaint 
alleges violation(s) under Article III, IV. V. VII. or VIII of this Ordinance, and subsequent to a finding of 
substantial evidence a complainant may elect to have the claims asserted in the complaint decided in a 
civil action in a court of general jurisdiction. This election must be made not later than 20 days after all 
parties are notified of the Commission's finding of substantial evidence. If the election is not made 
within the specified time period the Commission shall retain jurisdiction of the complaint. The 
complainant shall give notice of election to the Commission and to all other complainants and 
respondents to whom the complaint relates. The Commission shall issue a written authorization to the 
complainant to proceed before such a court. A complainant who chooses to proceed to court has 90 days 
from the date the written authorization is received within which to bring suit. 

(4) Subsequent to a complaint being timely filed with the Commission, where such complaint 
alleges a violation under Article VI of this Ordinance, and subsequent to a finding by the Commission 
that there is substantial evidence that a violation of Article VI has occurred, a complainant or respondent 
may elect to have the claims asserted in the complaint decided in a civil action in a court of general 
jurisdiction. This election must be made not later than 20 days after all parties are notified of the 
Commission's finding of substantial evidence. If the election is not made within the specified time period 
the Commission shall retain jurisdiction of the complaint. The complainant or respondent shall give 
notice of election to the Commission and to all other complainants and respondents to whom the 
complaint relates. The Commission shall issue a written authorization to the complainant or respondent 
to proceed before such a court. A complainant or respondent who chooses to proceed to court has 90 days 
from the date the written authorization is received within which to bring suit. 

(5) The filing by a complainant or respondent of a complaint in any court based on some or all of 
the same issues as are raised in a complaint before the Commission shall automatically terminate the 
jurisdiction of the Commission over the complaint. In such a case, the Commission shall dismiss the 
complaint either on its own motion or on the motion of either party. 

(6) Final disposition of a complaint by the Commission shall bar a suit in the courts on this 
Ordinance over the same issues, except a suit to review judicially the decision of the Commission. 

(7) The Commission may seek to intervene in any civil action filed by a complainant or 
respondent pursuant to paragraphs (2), (3) and (4), of this section (D). 

(E) ADDITIONAL POWERS AND DUTIES 

The Commission shall have such additional powers and duties as reasonably flow from its 
responsibilities, including but not limited to: 
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(1) Advising and consulting with the President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners on 
all matters involving discrimination and sexual harassment and recommending such legislative action as it 
may deem appropriate to effectuate the policy of this Ordinance. 

(2) Advising and consulting with the President, the Cook County Board of Commissioners, and 
officials, departments, and agencies of the County government on assuring and improving the equality of 
services to all citizens. 

(3) Advising and consulting with the Cook County Bureau of Human Resources and other 
County departments on the development and implementation of programs to train County employees in 
methods of dealing with intergroup relations, in order to develop respect for equal rights and to achieve 
equality of treatment regardless of race, color, sex. age, religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, 
sexual orientation, marital status, parental status, military discharge status, source of income, gender 
identity, or housing status. 

(4) Rendering an annual report of the activities of the Commission and making recommendations 
to the President and Cook County Board of Commissioners. The report shall be published. 

(5) Issuing such other rules and regulations as may be necessary to implement its powers, 
including rules of evidence and procedure for hearings. 

(6) Conducting research, public forums, and educational programs on tensions between various 
groups within society, or practices of unlawful discrimination; conducting public hearings to ascertain the 
status and treatment of various racial, ethnic, religious, cultural, and social groups within society, means 
of alleviating discrimination and bias, and means of improving human relations within the County; and 
issuing such publications as may assist in the performance of its function. 

(7) Assuming all rights, obligations, duties, and responsibilities of the existing Cook County 
Commission on Human Rights as established by Executive Orders 91-4 of the President of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners and the Forest Preserve District of Cook County. The Commission 
without any additional action on behalf of a complainant whose complaint was filed under Executive 
Order 91-4 shall under the governance of this Ordinance continue to investigate, conciliate, and 
adjudicate as appropriate complaints filed under such Executive Order. The Commission shall send 
notice to the affected parties of this assumption. 

(8) Upon approval of the Cook County Board of Commissioners, the Commission may enter into 
a written agreement with any political subdivision, municipal agency, or municipal government within the 
County, or any state or federal agency, whereby the Commission and such entity may agree to jointly 
process, transfer, or refer from one to the other for processing and investigation an individual's complaint 
alleging unlawful discrimination, sexual harassment, or other civil rights violation. 

XI. SEVERABILITY 

If any article, paragraph, sentence, or clause of this Ordinance or the application thereof to any 
person is for any reason deemed to be invalid or unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect any 
remaining portion, section, or part thereof or application of this Ordinance to any other person. 

XII. APPLICABILITY 

(I) As provided in Article VII. Section 6(c). of the State of Illinois Constitution of 1970, if this 
Ordinance conflicts with an ordinance of a municipality, the municipal ordinance shall prevail within its 
jurisdiction. 
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(2) If a municipal ordinance regulates conduct, which is prohibited under this Ordinance and 
provides remedies, this Ordinance shall not apply within that municipal jurisdiction with respect to such 
conduct. In all other circumstances, this Ordinance shall be enforceable within the municipal jurisdiction 
to the extent permitted under the Illinois Constitution. 

XIII. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall take effect 60 days after becoming law.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR FEES TO BE CHARGED 
BY THE COOK COUNTY CLERK 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Clerk maintains the records of delinquent taxes and official tax records 
from all years after the year of the current collection; and 

WHEREAS, over the past decade the Cook County Clerk has made numerous improvements to the 
quality and automation of these records and the effort to continue to automate and improve these records 
is on-going; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to PA 87-669. effective January 1. 1992. the fee schedule for certain services 
provided by County Clerks in counties of the third class was amended and said fees were authorized by 
the Board of Commissioners of Cook County pursuant to Ordinance 92-0-12; and 

WHEREAS, in 1976 the Board of Commissioners had previously established a fee schedule for certain 
of these fees pursuant to 76-0-05; and 

WHEREAS, the Industrial Engineering Section of the Bureau of Administration has determined that the 
cost to produce certain tax documents justifies an increase in the fee to help defray the costs of providing 
those documents; and 

WHEREAS, in 1994 the County Board established an automation fund for the Cook County Clerk's 
Office so that a portion of the fees collected by that office could be used directly by the office to help 
defray the cost of automating its records; and 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1 . That the fees of the County Clerk with respect to the herein described services shall be as 
follows: 

a) the fee for certifying from the official records of Cook County the general taxes levied 
and paid is $5.00 for each year, for each lot or tract; 

b) the fee for issuing a certificate of deposit for redemption from sold or forfeited taxes shall 
be $10 for the original and $3 for each duplicate certificate:

c) the fee for making a search and report of general taxes and special assessments for use in 
the preparation of estimate of cost of redemption from sales or forfeitures or for 
withdrawn or otherwise delinquent taxes or for use in the preparation of estimate of cost 
of purchase of forfeited property, or for use in preparation of order on the County 
Collector for searches requested by buyers at annual tax sale, for each lot or tract, is 
$10.00 for the First year searched, and $3.00 for each additional year or fraction thereof; 

d) the fee for each tract or lot for preparing from tax search report an estimate of cost of 
redemption concerning property sold, forfeited or withdrawn for non-payment of general 
taxes and special assessments is $3.00; 

e) the fee for issuance of a tax deed as directed by order of the Circuit Court of Cook 
County shall be $35.00. 

Section 2. That the following fees shall be deposited with the Comptroller of Cook County to the 

general fund: 

a) $10.00 for issuing an original certificate of deposit for redemption from sold or forfeited 
taxes and $3.00 for each duplicate certificate; 

b) $ 10.00 for the first year searched on each lot or tract and $3.00 for each additional year or 
fraction thereof searched when making a search and report of general taxes and special 
assessments for use in the preparation of estimate of cost of redemption from sales or for 
use in the preparation of estimate of cost of purchase of forfeited property, or for use in 
preparation of order on the County Collector for searches requested by buyers at annual 
tax sale; 

c) $3.00 for preparing from tax search report an estimate of cost of redemption concerning 
property sold, forfeited or withdrawn for non-payment of general taxes and special 
assessments; 

d) $35.00 for issuing a tax deed pursuant to order of the Circuit Court of Cook County. 

Section 3. That the fees listed hereafter shall be deposited in the following manner: 

a) the fee for certifying the general taxes levied and paid for each lot or tract, for each year: 

1) $1.00 shall be deposited with the Comptroller to the general fund; 

2) $4.00 shall be deposited with the Comptroller to the County Clerk’s automation fund; 

b) the fee for making a search and report of general taxes and special assessments for use in 
the preparation of estimate of cost of redemption for forfeited property or for withdrawn 
or otherwise delinquent general taxes or special assessments, except in connection with a 
sale of the taxes: 

I) for the first year searched for each lot or tract. $4.00 shall be deposited with the 
County Comptroller to the general fund and $6.00 shall be deposited with the County 
Comptroller to the County Clerk's automation fund: and 
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2) for each additional year searched. $2.00 for each year shall be deposited with the 
County Comptroller to the general fund and $1.00 shall be deposited with the County 
Comptroller to the County Clerk's automation fund. 

Section 4. Any fees heretofore enacted by the Cook County Board of Commissioners which are 
inconsistent with the fees herein enacted are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5. The fees of this ordinance are severable, and if any fee herein or any portion thereof is held to 
be invalid, such invalidity shall not affect any other fee or portion of fee herein. 

Section 6. The County Clerk shall commence such charges and collections January 1,2003.

LICENSED COMMERCIAL TITLE INSURANCE COMPANIES 
DOCUMENT ORDINANCE 

SECTION 1. 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII. Section 
6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such, may exercise any power and perform any function 
pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Recorder of Deeds is authorized by state statute to control the internal operations of his 
office; to procure the necessary equipment, materials and services to perform the recording and 
reproduction duties of his office; collect fees in the performance of services (55 ILCS 5/4 - 12002); and 

WHEREAS, “Licensed” Commercial Title Insurers and title researchers are engaged in providing 
valuable services, and have the need to access a great volume of public records maintained by the 
Recorder, for the purpose of making copies of these records and reviewing the status of title to property; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Recorder believes it is in the best interest of the office to offer a document copy fee 
structure consistent with the customer's need for document copies; and 
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WHEREAS, Industrial Engineers have surveyed the recording process and performed cost analysis of 
that process and recommended wholesale and retail fee levels for standard document copies. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that the Recorder of Deeds is hereby authorized to charge a 
fee of $.50 per document to “Licensed” Commercial Title Insurance Companies purchasing document 
copies of all recorded documents, $1.50 for document copy purchases of more than 250 document copies 
per day and $3.00 per document for retail purchases of documents (i.e., less than 250 document copy 
purchases per day) in whatever medium (disc, film, scanned, etc.).

RESOLUTION 

TO ESTABLISH COURT FILING FEES 


Whereas, Public Act 92-0521 was signed into law on February 8, 2002, and amends 705 ILCS 
105/27.2a, wherein the General Assembly established the minimum and maximum amount of the fees to 
be charged and collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court for various court services; and 

Whereas, through Public Act 92-0521 the General Assembly authorized the County Board to 
establish and fix the fees to be charged and collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court; and 

Whereas, the revenues derived from the current schedule of court fees is inadequate to pay the 
increasing costs associated with the operation of the judicial system, calling upon ever increasing property 
tax subsidies being required to fund the operations of the judicial system; and 

Whereas, the Board of Commissioners has determined that reliance on property taxes should be a 
last resort to cover the costs of governmental services and that wherever possible and authorized by law, 
services should be paid for by fees charged to the service users. 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that the fees to 
be charged and collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County shall be increased as provided 
by Public Act 92-0521 in accordance with the following: 

Section 1. The Board of Commissioners of Cook County, pursuant to the authority granted by the 
General Assembly in Public Act 92-0521. and set forth in 705 ILCS 105/27.2a hereby establishes the fees 
which shall be charged and collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court as follows: 

(A) Civil Cases. 
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The fee for filing a complaint, petition, or other pleading initiating a civil action, with the following 
exceptions, shall be $240. 

(a) When the amount of money or damages or the value of personal property claimed does not 
exceed $250, $22. 

(b) When that amount exceeds $250 but does not exceed $1000, $75. 

(c) When that amount exceeds $1000 but does not exceed $2500. $80. 

(d) When that amount exceeds $2500 but does not exceed $5000. $130. 

(e) When that amount exceeds $5000 but does not exceed $ 15.000, $ 150. 

(f) For the exercise of eminent domain, $150. For each additional lot or tract of land or right or 
interest therein subject to be condemned, the damages in respect to which shall require 
separate assessment by a jury, $150. 

(g) For the final determination of parking, standing, and compliance violations and final 
administrative decisions issued after hearings regarding vehicle immobilization and 
impoundment made pursuant to Sections 3-704.1, 6-306.5, and 11-208.3 of the Illinois 
Vehicle Code [625 ILCS 5/3-704.1.625 ILCS 5/6-306.5, and 625 1LCS 5/11-208.3], $25. 

(B) Forcible Entry' and Detainer. 

In each forcible entry and detainer case when the plaintiff seeks possession only or unites with his or her 
claim for possession of the property a claim for rent or damages or both in the amount of $15,000 or less, 
$140. When the plaintiff unites his or her claim for possession with a claim for rent or damages or both 
exceeding $15,000, $335. 

(C) Counterclaim or Joining Third Party Defendant. 

When any defendant files a counterclaim as part of his or her answer or otherwise or joins another party 
as a third party defendant, or both, the defendant shall pay a fee for each counterclaim or third party 
action in an amount equal to the fee he or she would have had to pay had he or she brought a separate 
action for the relief sought in the counterclaim or against the third party defendant, less the amount of the 
appearance fee, if that has been paid. 

(D) Confession of Judgment. 

In a confession of judgment when the amount does not exceed $1500. $70. When the amount exceeds 
$ 1500, but does not exceed $5000. $ 150. When the amount exceeds $5000. but does not exceed $ 15,000, 
$260. When the amount exceeds $ 15.000, $310. 

(E) Appearance. 

The fee for filing an appearance in each civil case shall be $110. except as follows: 

(a) When the plaintiff in a forcible entry and detainer case seeks possession only, $80. 

(b) When the amount in the case does not exceed $1500. $80. 
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(c) When that amount exceeds $ 1500 but does not exceed $15,000, $90. 

(F) Garnishment, Wage Deduction, and Citation. 

In garnishment affidavit, wage deduction affidavit, and citation petition when the amount does not exceed 
$1,000, $25; when the amount exceeds $1,000 but does not exceed $5,000. $45; and when the amount 
exceeds $5,000, $80. 

(G) Petition to Vacate or Modify. 

(1) Petition to vacate or modify any final judgment or order of court, except in forcible entry and 
detainer cases and small claims cases or a petition to reopen an estate, to modify, terminate, or enforce a 
judgment or order for child or spousal support, or to modify, suspend, or terminate an order for 
withholding, if filed before 30 days after the entry of the judgment or order, $60. 

(2) Petition to vacate or modify any final judgment or order of court, except a petition to modify, 
terminate, or enforce a judgment or order for child or spousal support or to modify, suspend, or terminate 
an order for withholding, if filed later than 30 days after the entry of the judgment or order, a $90. 

(3) Petition to vacate order of bond forfeiture, $80. 

(H) Mailing. 

When the clerk is required to mail, the fee will be $15, plus the cost of postage. 

(I) Certified Copies. 

Each certified copy of a judgment after the first, except in small claims and forcible entry and detainer 
cases, $20. 

(J) Habeas Corpus. 

For filing a petition for relief by habeas corpus, $190. 

(K) Certification, Authentication, and Reproduction. 

(1) Each certification or authentication for taking the acknowledgment of a deed or other 
instrument in writing with the seal of office, $9. 

(2) Court appeals when original documents are forwarded, under 100 pages, plus deliver)' and 
costs, $110. 

(3) Court appeals w'hen original documents are forwarded, over 100 pages, plus delivery and 
costs, $185. 

(4) Court appeals when original documents are forwarded, over 200 pages, an additional fee of 
30 cents per page. 

(5) For reproduction of any document contained in the clerk's files: 

(a) First page, $2. 
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(b) Next 19 pages, 50 cents per page. 

(c) All remaining pages, 25 cents per page. 

(L) Remands. 

In any cases remanded to the Circuit Court from the Supreme Court or the Appellate Court for a new trial, 
the clerk shall file the remanding order and reinstate the case with either its original number or a new 
number. The Clerk shall not charge any new or additional fee for the reinstatement. Upon reinstatement 
the Clerk shall advise the parties of the reinstatement. A party shall have the same right to a jury trial on 
remand and reinstatement as he or she had before the appeal, and no additional or new fee or charge shall 
be made for a jury trial after remand. 

(M) Record Search. 

For each record search, within a division or municipal district, the clerk shall be entitled to a search fee of 
$9 for each year searched. 

(N) Hard Copy. 

For each page of hard copy print output, when case records are maintained on an automated medium, the 
clerk shall be entitled to a fee of $9. 

(O) Index Inquiry and Other Records. 

No fee shall be charged for a single plaintiff/defendant index inquiry or single case record inquiry when 
this request is made in person and the records are maintained in a current automated medium, and when 
no hard copy print output is requested. The fees to be charged for management records, multiple case 
records, and multiple journal records may be specified by the Chief Judge pursuant to the guidelines for 
access and dissemination of information approved by the Supreme Court. 

(P) Commitment Petitions. 

For filing commitment petitions under the Mental Health and Developmental Disabilities Code [405 ILCS 
5/1-100 et seq.], $100. 

(Q) Alias Summons. 

For each alias summons or citation issued by the clerk. $6. 

(R) Other Fees. 

Any fees not covered in this Section shall be set by rule or administrative order of the Circuit Court with 
the approval of the Administrative Office of the Illinois Courts. 

The clerk of the circuit court may provide additional services for which there is no fee specified by statute 
in connection with the operation of the clerk's office as may be requested by the public and agreed to by 
the clerk and approved by the chief judge of the circuit court. Any charges for additional services shall be 
as agreed to between the clerk and the party making the request and approved by the chief judge of the 
circuit court. Nothing in this subsection shall be construed to require any clerk to provide any service not 
otherwise required by law. 
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(S) Jury Services. 

The clerk shall be entitled to receive, in addition to other fees allowed by law, the sum of $230, as a fee 
for the services of a jury in every civil action not quasi- criminal in its nature and not a proceeding for the 
exercise of the right of eminent domain and in every other action wherein the right of trial by jury is or 
may be given by law. The jury fee shall be paid by the party demanding a jury at the time of filing the 
jury demand. If the fee is not paid by either party, no jury shall be called in the action or proceeding, and 
the same shall be tried by the court without a jury. 

(T) Voluntary Assignment. 

For filing each deed of voluntary assignment, $40; for recording the same, $0.80 for each 100 words. 
Exceptions filed to claims presented to an assignee of a debtor who has made a voluntary assignment for 
the benefit of creditors shall be considered and treated, for the purpose of taxing costs therein, as actions 
in which the party or parties filing the exceptions shall be considered as party or parties plaintiff, and the 
claimant or claimants as party or parties defendant, and those parties respectively shall pay to the clerk the 
same fees as provided by this Section to be paid in other actions. 

(U) Expungement Petition. 

The clerk shall be entitled to receive a fee of $120 for each expungement petition filed and an additional 
fee of $8 for each certified copy of an order to expunge arrest records. 

(V) Probate. 

The clerk is entitled to receive the fees specified in this subsection (v), which shall be paid in advance, 
except that, for good cause shown, the court may suspend, reduce, or release the costs payable under this 
subsection: 

(1) For administration of the estate of a decedent (whether testate or intestate) or of a missing 
person, $225. plus the fees specified in subsection (v)(3), except: 

(a) When the value of the real and personal property does not exceed $15,000, the fee shall 
be $65. 

(b) When (i) proof of heirship alone is made, (ii) a domestic or foreign will is admitted to 
probate without administration (including proof of heirship), or (iii) letters of office are 
issued for a particular purpose without administration of the estate, the fee shall be $65. 

(2) For administration of the estate of a ward. $110. plus the fees specified in subsection (v)(3), 
except: 

(a) When the value of the real and personal property does not exceed $15,000, the fee shall 
be $65. 

(b) When (i) letters of office are issued to a guardian of the person or persons, but not of 
the estate or (ii) letters of office are issued in the estate of a ward without 
administration of the estate, including filing or joining in the filing of a tax return or 
releasing a mortgage or consenting to the marriage of the ward, the fee shall be $40. 
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(3) In addition to the fees payable under subsection (v)(l) or (v)(2) of this Section, the following 
fees are payable: 

(a) For each account (other than one final account) filed in the estate of a decedent, or 
ward, $40. 

(b) For filing a claim in an estate when the amount claimed is $150 or more but less than 
$500, $40; when the amount claimed is $500 or more but less than $10,000, $65, when 
the amount claimed is $10,000 or more, $90; provided that the court in allowing a 
claim may add to the amount allowed the filing fee paid by the claimant. 

(c) For filing in an estate a claim, petition, or supplemental proceeding based upon an 
action seeking equitable relief including the construction or contest of a will, 
enforcement of a contract to make a will, and proceedings involving testamentary trusts 
or the appointment of testamentary trustees, $90. 

(d) For filing in an estate (i) the appearance of any person for the purpose of consent or (ii) 
the appearance of an executor, administrator, administrator to collect, guardian, 
guardian ad litem, or special administrator, no fee. 

(e) Except as provided in subsection (v)(3)(D), for filing the appearance of any person or 
persons, $90. 

(f) For each jury demand. $180. 

(g) For disposition of the collection of a judgment or settlement of an action or claim for 
wrongful death of a decedent or of any cause of action of a ward, when there is no other 
administration of the estate, $80. less any amount paid under subsection (v)(l)(B) or 
(v)(2)(B) except that if the amount involved does not exceed $5,000, the fee, including 
any amount paid under subsection (v)(l)(B) or (v)(2)(B), shall be $40. 

(h) For each certified copy of letters of office, of court order or other certification, $4, plus 
$ 1 per page in excess of 3 pages for the document certified. 

(i) For each exemplification. $2. plus the fee for certification. 

(4) The executor, administrator, guardian, petitioner, or other interested person or his or her 
attorney shall pay the cost of publication by the clerk directly to the newspaper. 

(5) The person on whose behalf a charge is incurred for witness, court reporter, appraiser, or 
other miscellaneous fee shall pay the same directly to the person entitled thereto. 

(6) The executor, administrator, guardian, petitioner, or other interested person or his or her 
attorney shall pay to the clerk all postage charges incurred by the clerk in mailing petitions, 
orders, notices, or other documents pursuant to the provisions of the Probate Act of 1975 [755 
ILCS 5/1-1 etseq.]. 

(W) Criminal and Quasi-Criminal Costs and Fees. 

(1) The clerk shall be entitled to costs in all criminal and quasi-criminal cases from each person 
convicted or sentenced to supervision therein as follows: 
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(a) Felony complaints, $190. 

(b) Misdemeanor complaints, $ 110. 

(c) Business offense complaints, $ 110. 

(d) Petty offense complaints, $ 110. 

(e) Minor traffic or ordinance violations. $30. 

(0 When court appearance required, $50. 

(g) Motions to vacate or amend final orders, $80. 

(h) Motions to vacate bond forfeiture orders, $45. 

(i) Motions to vacate ex parte judgments, whenever filed. $45. 

(j) Motions to vacate judgment on forfeitures, whenever filed, $30. 

(k) Motions to vacate "failure to appear" or "failure to comply" notices sent to the 
Secretary of State. $50. 

(2) In counties having a population of 3,000,000 or more, when the violation complaint is issued 
by a municipal police department, the clerk shall be entitled to costs from each person 
convicted therein as follows: 

(a) Minor traffic or ordinance violations, $30. 

(b) When court appearance required. $50. 

(3) In ordinance violation cases punishable by fine only, the clerk of the circuit court shall be 
entitled to receive, unless the fee is excused upon a finding by the court that the defendant is 
indigent, in addition to other fees or costs allowed or imposed by law, the sum of $250 as a 
fee for the services of a jury. The jury fee shall be paid by the defendant at the time of filing 
his or her jury demand. If the fee is not so paid by the defendant, no jury shall be called, and 
the case shall be tried by the court without a jury. 

(X) Transcripts of Judgment. 

For the filing of a transcript of judgment, the clerk shall be entitled to the same fee as if it were the 
commencement of a new suit. 

(Y) Change of Venue. 

(1) For the filing of a change of case on a change of venue, the clerk shall be entitled to the same 
fee as if it were the commencement of a new suit. 

(2) The fee for the preparation and certification of a record on a change of venue to another 
jurisdiction, when original documents are forwarded. $65. 
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(Z) Tax Objection Complaints. 

For each tax objection complaint containing one or more tax objections, regardless of the number of 
parcels involved or the number of taxpayers joining in the complaint, $100. 

(AA) Tax Deeds. 

(1) Petition for tax deed, if only one parcel is involved. $400. 

(2) For each additional parcel, add a fee of $200. 

(BB) Collections. 

(1) For all collections made of others, except the State and county and except in maintenance 
or child support cases, a sum equal to 3.0% of the amount collected and turned over. 

(2) Interest earned on any funds held by the clerk shall be turned over to the county general 
fund as an earning of the office. 

(3) For any check, draft, or other bank instrument returned to the clerk for non-sufficient funds, 
account closed, or payment stopped, $25. 

(4) In child support and maintenance cases, the clerk, if authorized by an ordinance of the 
county board, may collect an annual fee of up to $36 from the person making payment for maintaining 
child support records and the processing of support orders to the State of Illinois KIDS system and the 
recording of payments issued by the State Disbursement Unit for the official record of the Court. This fee 
shall be in addition to and separate from amounts ordered to be paid as maintenance or child support and 
shall be deposited into a Separate Maintenance and Child Support Collection Fund, of which the clerk 
shall be the custodian, ex-officio, to be used by the clerk to maintain child support orders and record all 
payments issued by the State Disbursement Unit for the official record of the Court. The clerk may 
recover from the person making the maintenance or child support payment any additional cost incurred in 
the collection of this annual fee. 

The clerk shall also be entitled to a fee of $5 for certifications made to the Secretary of State as provided 
in Section 7-703 of the Family Financial Responsibility Law [625 ILCS 5/7-703] and these fees shall also 
be deposited into the Separate Maintenance and Child Support Collection Fund. 

(CC) Corrections of Numbers. 

For correction of the case number, case title, or attorney computer identification number, if required by 
rule of court, on any document filed in the clerk's office, to be charged against the party that filed the 
document, $40. 

(DD) Exceptions. 

(1) The fee requirements of this Section shall not apply to police departments or other law 
enforcement agencies. In this Section, "law enforcement agency" means an agency of the State or a unit 
of local government which is vested by law or ordinance with the duty to maintain public order and to 
enforce criminal laws or ordinances. "Law enforcement agency" also means the Attorney General or any 
state's attorney. 
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(2) No fee provided herein shall be charged to any unit of local government or school district. 
The fee requirements of this Section shall not apply to any action instituted under subsection (b) of 
Section 11- 31-1 of the Illinois Municipal Code [65 ILCS 5/11-31-1] by a private owner or tenant of real 
property within 1200 feet of a dangerous or unsafe building seeking an order compelling the owner or 
owners of the building to take any of the actions authorized under that subsection. 

(EE) Adoption. 

(1) For an adoption $65. 

(2) Upon good cause shown, the court may waive the adoption filing fee in a special needs 
adoption. The term "special needs adoption" shall have the meaning ascribed to it by the Illinois 
Department of Children and Family Services. 

(FF) Adoption exemptions. 

No fee other than that set forth in subsection (ee) shall be charged to any person in connection with an 
adoption proceeding. 

Section 2. This Resolution shall be effective on December 1, 2002.

Deferred on June 25, 2002 until members receive complete information. 

For the record. Chairman Daley stated the Clerk of the Circuit Court's Office had submitted a letter, dated 
October 9, 2002. responding to questions on the Fiscal Year 2001 Memorandum on Internal Control. 
(The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding the status of legal questions from the Clerk of 
the Circuit Court to the State’s Attorney on the NSF checks, John Morales stated on June I, 2002 the 
Clerk had received the State’s Attorney’s legal opinion regarding NSF checks, and the Office intended to 
write-off the balance. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question on the write-off balance, Mr. Morales explained the 
office had gone back 10 years to review all NSF checks and at the end of the 2001 fiscal year accounting 
period, the initial write-off balance was found to be $1.75 million. He estimated the final NSF write-off 
balance would be in the range of $1.75 to $1.8 million. 

Commissioner Lechowicz said that submitting this issue at the last meeting of the 2002 fiscal year may 
conflict with the upcoming 2003 fiscal year budget process and suggested that Mr. Morales inform Clerk 
Brown of this concern in order to get the item on the Board's November 7 meeting agenda. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding the type of funds statutorily held by the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court. Mr. Morales explained the report references funds that are deposits or items ordered 
by the Court to be held until a case is disposed. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question on what happens to the earnings on such funds, Mr. 
Morales stated all earnings are turned over to the Comptroller. 

In response to Commissioner Goslin’s question regarding if the Clerk's Office had addressed the audit 
finding relating to the statutorily held funds with Chief Judge Evans, Mr. Morales stated a meeting with 
the Chief Judge had not yet been scheduled on the subject since the office is still trying to get a complete 
accounting of these funds. 

On the same subject. Commissioner Hansen asked for a target date for resolving the matter. Mr. Morales 
stated he couldn't give a date but reiterated the Clerk has dedicated staff working diligently on this project 
to gather what will be necessary to have a productive meeting with the Chief Judge, and move toward the 
adjudication of these cases and come to a resolution of this issue as soon as possible. 

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved to receive and file Item No. 2, 
Communication 252593. The motion carried. 
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3. 253678 MEMORANDUM ON INTERNAL CONTROL. Transmitting a Communication, dated July 
5, 2002 from Thomas J. Glaser, Chief Financial Officer, Bureau of Finance:

STRUCTURE FOR FISCAL YEAR ENDING NOVEMBER 30, 2001 

Submitting herewith a copy of the County's “Memorandum on Internal Control"' prepared by 
Arthur Andersen for the period ending November 30, 2001. I am hereby requesting that this 
item be referred to the Audit Committee of the Board of Commissioners for further 
discussion. 

Referred to the Audit Committee on August 1, 2002. 

Commissioner Lechowicz requested an updated status report with target dates for all outstanding findings. 
Commissioner Lechowicz stressed his particular concern with the lack of compliance on the Taxpayer 
Interest Assurance Ordinance. 

Laura Burman stated she would review the report and send letters out to each office requesting an update 
on the status of audit recommendations not completed to date. Commissioner Lechowicz requested that 
responses be sent to President Stroger and the Chairman of the Finance Committee, as well as to members 
of the Audit Committee. 

In response to Commissioner Flansen's question regarding the recommendation on page 2 and the dollar 
amount for an investment in training for financial reporting, Tom Glaser stated he wasn't sure what the 
outside auditor w'as referring to by ’adjustments for training' but said he did not believe additional staff or 
investment in training was necessary at this time to meet the new - GASB 34 requirements. 

Commissioner Lechowicz stated it would be helpful for all Commissioners to understand the County's 
financial reporting requirements better and asked Mr. Glaser to briefly explain GASB 34. Tom Glaser 
explained the Government Accounting Standards Board (GASB) recently passed a new reporting 
requirement, known as GASB 34, mandating government units to identify and depreciate fixed assets. He 
also noted the new rule made changes in the reporting format requiring discussion and analysis from 
management. 

Commissioner Lechow icz requested a brief overview of GASB from Tom Glaser, to each member of the 
Board, including the financial reporting rules mandated under GASB and any budgetary issues the Board 
should be aware of relating to the FMIS system's financial reports and/or statements and full compliance 
with new GASB 34 requirements. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question on the status of the bank reconciliation and 
collateralization of deposits in the Department of Animal Control, Dr. Parmer stated this recommendation 
has been completed. He said his department worked with the Bureau of Finance to have this done by 
computer. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding a target date for monthly reconciliation of the 
C-fund general ledger between the Comptrollers and Treasurer's Office, Tom Glaser stated the Bureau of 
Finance will assume responsibility and will be reconciling on a monthly basis by the first quarter of FY 
2003. 

Chairman Daley noted the Treasurer's Office had submitted a response for the record on this issue. (The 
referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County' Clerk.) 
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In response to Commissioner Hansen's question on the status of a county-wide issued vehicle fuel card 
policy, Tom Glaser stated the policy is in final review with the Administration and he hoped to move it 
forward by December 1, 2002. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question on the status of the recommendation on page 10 
pertaining to a FMIS system security policy for tenninating employees and/or consultants, Tom Glaser 
stated this had been completed. 

On the same issue, Chairman Daley called on the Chief Information Officer to comment. Cathy Maras- 
O'Leary stated for security reasons a form was developed when access to the JD Edwards FMIS system is 
needed for the purpose of removing terminated employees and/or consultants who end their service to the 
county. This form is to be completed by the county official or department supervisor and submitted to her 
office. 

Commissioner Lechowicz commented on the FMIS computer system and asked Ms. Maras-O'Leary if she 
had the ability to generate an employees position report for the various county agencies showing the 
number filled, on leave/disability, and vacant positions with the corresponding grades, since he felt this 
information would be useful to have during the upcoming budget meetings. Ms. O'Leary stated she 
already generates an open positions report and provides it weekly to the Comptroller. 

Chairman Daley called on the Comptroller to comment on the issue. John Chambers stated the open 
positions report is currently used as a second reference and is not distributed because there is still a lag 
time with the payroll report. He explained there are two systems still operating due to the fact that not all 
department are 'live' on the FMIS system. He stated once the systems are consolidated this information 
can be verified as accurate in a more timely manner. 

Commissioner Lechowicz stated he understood there may be some mistakes due to the overlapping 
systems, but noted this couldn't be an impossible task since the Comptroller for the State of Illinois gives 
leadership similar reports every two months. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question on the cost of the off-site data center, Ms. Maras-O'Leary 
stated she had requested $4 million in the 2003 budget; but stipulated this figure did not include the cost 
of interfacing with the off-site center. She said the initial estimate was $8 million and as the county 
moves forward with the automation the actual figure may be closer to $12 million. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding what is considered a reasonable distance for an 
off-site location, Ms. Maras-O'Leary stated 25 miles. He asked if this review was based on similar sized 
counties. She informed him that her office had lengthy discussions with DuPage County and was in the 
process of reviewing Fairfax County's plan. 

Commissioner Hansen recommended she contact NACo for some assistance. On the same point. 
Commissioner Lechowicz recommended she contact the Illinois Department of Central Management 
Services, and the Beckman Institute at the University of Illinois in Champaign Urbana to work towards an 
intergovernmental agreement for Cook County's back-up needs, as well as technical and financial 
assistance in this area. Ms. Maras-O'Leary stated she would follow-up on these recommendations. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding the Treasurer’s response on page 19 and if an 
opinion from the State’s Attorney on the adoption of a countywide investment policy had been received, 
Tom Glaser stated he forgot to ask for such an opinion but would do so immediately and get back to the 
committee with the response. 
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Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved to receive and file Item No. 3, 
Communication 253678. The motion carried. 

4. 253679 BUREAU OF HEALTH SERVICES, by Ruth M. Rothstein. Chief, transmitting a 
Communication, dated July 22, 2002: 

This letter is to formally request that the Bureau of Health Services Audited Financial 
Statements, related Management Letter and request for Bad Debt write-off for fiscal year 
2001 be forwarded to the Audit Committee of the Board of Commissioners for discussion. 

Referred to the Audit Committee on August 1, 2002. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question on the total dollar figure of the bad debt write-off and a 
breakdown by category or payment type, Alvin Holly stated all the accounts transferred and 
recommended for bad debt write-off status were individual (mostly indigent), self pay accounts where all 
means had been exhausted to collect payment. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen question regarding what percentage of the $627 million total 
revenue did the bad debt represent, Mr. Holly stated the $186 million total write-off represented 
approximately 30% of total third party patient revenue. 

Commissioner Lechowicz commented that in the future it would be helpful to members if the auditor 
could include a summary breakdown of revenue sources with the Financial statements, citing as an 
example a letter from Ruth Rothstein. dated July 22, 2002. 

Chairman Daley agreed and asked Mr. Holly to make sure this information was included with future 
audits. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Hansen, moved to receive and Hie Item No. 

4, Communication 253679. The motion carried. 

5. 254405 2000 and 2001 AUDITS. Transmitting a Communication, dated August 19, 2002 from 

Daniel R. Degnan, Chief Financial Officer. Treasurer's Office: 

The Cook County Treasurer’s Office is submitting to the Board of Commissioners the 2000 
and 2001 Audits conducted by the auditors of Deloitte & Touche, LLP. 

Referred to the Audit Committee on September 5, 2002. 

For the record. Chairman Daley stated the Treasurer's Office had submitted a letter, dated September 26, 
2002. responding to questions on their Fiscal Year 2001 Audit. (The referenced documents are on file in 
the Office of the County Clerk.) 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question on the off site location of data. Laura McDonald stated 
back up tapes of the Treasurer's data are currently held at 69 W. Washington and once additional 
equipment is procured two back up tapes will be maintained with the second held on site in a secure vault 
location. Cathy Maras-O'Leary commented that her office plans to have an RFP coming to the Board in 
November for a county wide rotation of tape to an off-site location. 
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Commissioner Lechovvicz briefly commented on the structure of the report, since it lacked the standard 
synopsis page updating the status of past audit recommendations with implementation or citing 
outstanding Findings. In the future, he recommended Deloitte & Touche provide this information at the 
end of the audit reports. 

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved to receive and File Item No. 5, 
Communication 254405. The motion carried. 

6. Cook County Law Library Fund - Financial Report dated July 24, 2002 for year ended 
November 30, 2000. 

Submitted to the Audit Committee on September 30, 2002. 

Commissioner Hansen asked for comment on what is being done to reconcile the Law Library's continued 
$2 million deficit. Bennie Martin stated he had been working with the President's Office and Bureau of 
Administration to reconcile the problem. He noted that several attempts over the years had been made, in 
partnership with the Metro Counties Association, to raise the statutory $10 maximum fee but the 
legislation failed to pass. Mr. Martin said the library has tried to control its internal expenses, but has 
found the cost of providing the service has risen greater than revenues. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding the amount of increase necessary in the filing 
fee to break even, Mr. Martin stated a $10 increase would be needed. 

Commissioner Hansen asked for an observation from the State's Attorney in terms of the Board's 
authority to increase the fee and if other counties are faced with a similar problem. Pat Driscoll stated 
since these fees are part of the court system and are set by Illinois statutes, legislation would have to be 
submitted with an argument for the need to increase the fee by $10 and approved by the State legislature. 
In terms of other counties, Mr. Driscoll stated that not all counties have a law library. He stated he had 
not researched this issue, but believed other counties of similar size such as Los Angeles County cannot 
be easily compared since it has a centralized library data system. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if further research and recommendations could be done on this issue. 
Chairman Daley agreed that the question of increasing the fee should be discussed with legislative 
leaders, as well as the possibility of reviewing services provided by the law library' at its various court 
branches. 

Chairman Daley asked that these issues be discussed with the President's Office and a recommendation be 
made to the Board for consideration during the budgetary process. 

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Goslin, moved to receive and file Item No. 6. 
The motion carried. 

7. Department of Revenue - Taxes and Fees Collection Process Review dated September 25, 
2002 for the year ended November 30, 2000. 

Submitted to the Audit Committee on September 30, 2002. 

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved to receive and file Item No. 7. 
The motion carried. 
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8. Department of Revenue - Motor Vehicle Sticker Fee Account Financial Report dated July 2, 
2002 for the year ended December 31,2000. 

Submitted to the Audit Committee on September 30, 2002. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question on page 5 regarding the timely issuance of motor vehicle 
stickers, Barb Bruno stated this was the most difficult revenue source to collect and enforce. She said the 
mailing goes out in May to coincide with the Secretary of State's car sales and rental reports. She noted 
last year her office collected $750,000 and was reluctant to change the mailing date because of the 
possible loss of revenue. However, she stated she can try and see what happens. 

In response to Chairman Daley's question regarding if the Department of Revenue has spoken to the 
Sheriffs Office in terms of enforcement of vehicle stickers, Ms. Bruno stated she had. and the Sheriffs 
Police issue tickets to non-compliant motorists. 

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved to receive and file Item No. 8. 
The motion carried. 

9. Cook County Liquor Control Commission - License Fee and Advertising Fund Financial 
Report dated August 23, 2002 for the year ended November 30. 2001. 

Submitted to the Audit Committee on September 30, 2002. 

Commissioner Lechowicz commented that this department is usually a revenue generating office and in 
the past he had never seen a reduction in revenues. He asked if there was a reason for the decrease in the 
2001 receipts, noting that the fingerprinting and all other fees remained the same.

WHEREAS, the United States Green Building Council (USGBC), a non-profit, nationally 
recognized association with membership representing all segments of the building industry, 
including architects, manufacturers, government agencies, and environmentalists, has created 
LEED, a green building rating system that provides specific principles and practices, some 
mandatory but the majority discretionary, that may be applied during the design, 
construction, and operation phases, which enable the building to be awarded points from 
reaching preset standards of environmental efficiency so that it may achieve LEED 
certification from the USGBC as a “green” building; and

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THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, 

I. That Cook County does hereby order all of its newly constructed buildings to employ 
the LEED Green Building Rating System, Version 2.0, throughout their design, 
construction, and operation and does further order that each new building must achieve 
the LEED silver level of certification.

II. That the USGBC intends to release a revised version of the LEED Green Building 
Rating System every three years: and with this in consideration when beginning a new 
building project. Cook County shall refer to the most current version of the LEED in 
existence; and after registering with the USGBC at the design stage of the project as is 
required, the County may adhere to that existing version until completion of the project, 
regardless of any new LEED version that may be released at a later time.

That with specific regard to the LEED Energy and Atmosphere category, because 
achieving increasing levels of energy performance above the set energy code standards 
is the surest way of realizing significant operational cost savings, all buildings must 
obtain a total of at least eight points.

IV. That Cook County also encourages the application of LEED principles during retrofit 
and renovation projects of its current standing structures whenever it is practicable.

AN ORDINANCE DIRECTING COOK COUNTY TO ADOPT LEADERSHIP IN ENERGY AND 
ENVIRONMENTAL DESIGN (LEED) ™ GREEN BUILDING RATING SYSTEM FOR ALL 
NEWLY CONSTRUCTED COUNTY FACILITIES (PROPOSED ORDINANCE). Submitting a 
Proposed Ordinance sponsored by Mike Quigley, County Commissioner; Co-Sponsored by William 
R. Moran, Herbert T. Schumann, Bobbie L. Steele, Deborah Sims, Joseph Mario Moreno, Peter N. 
Silvestri , County Commissioners. 

WHEREAS, buildings consume 30% of the total energy and 60% of electricity generated in the United 
States; and 

WHEREAS, the planning, design, construction, and operation of Cook County’s buildings, facilities and 
leaseholds should have a significant positive effect on the County’s sustainability. Cook County shall 
promote resource-efficient design of new County facilities in order to increase their efficiency, save 
financial resources, and reduce the negative environmental impact of demolition, construction, and 
operation of buildings; and 
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WHEREAS, Cook County's design and building decisions impact the prudent use of the County’s 
energy and water supplies, the cost of remediating hazardous materials conditions, the health and 
productivity of its employees, transportation choices of County employees and visitors of County 
facilities, as well as the rate at which the County’s landfill capacity is depleted; and 

WHEREAS, the lack of adequate areas for collecting and loading recyclable materials is a significant 
impediment to diverting solid waste and creates an urgent need for governmental bodies to address space 
allocation for solid waste source reduction, recycling, and composting activities; and 

WHEREAS, many federal, state, and municipal governmental bodies have recognized the positive role 
they can play in helping to establish a market for environmentally-preferable design and construction 
materials by promulgating green building ordinances and guidelines; and 

WHEREAS, thoughtful planning and design decisions made by the County in the construction and 
remodeling of its facilities and leaseholds can result in a significant cost savings to the County over the 
life of such facilities and leaseholds; and 

WHEREAS, buildings with good overall environmental quality, including effective ventilation, good 
indoor air quality, proper lighting, and appropriate acoustics, can increase worker productivity by six to 
16 percent'; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Green Building Council (USGBC) a non-profit, nationally recognized 
association with membership representing all segments of the building industry, including architects, 
manufacturers, government agencies, and environmentalists, has created Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design (LEED); and 

WHEREAS, LEED is a green building rating system that provides specific principles and practices, 
some mandatory but the majority discretionary, that may be applied during the design, construction, and 
operation phases, which enable the building to be awarded points from reaching preset standards of 
environmental efficiency so that it may achieve LEED certification from the USGBC as a “green” 
building; and 

WHEREAS, LEED is recognized nation-wide by public and private sectors alike as a credible and viable 
guide for realizing the goal of a sustainable, energy efficient building that achieves significant cost 
savings over its lifespan; and 

WHEREAS, the cities of Seattle and Austin have adopted ordinances that require their government 
buildings to meet LEED standards for certification; and 

WHEREAS, our Armed Forces recognize the need for sustainable building design, as evidenced in the 
recent construction of the Bachelor Enlisted Quarters at the Great Lakes Naval Training Center in 
Waukegan. Illinois, the first building in the area designated a LEED building by the USGBC; and 

WHEREAS, in adopting the requirements set forth in this legislation, the Board of Commissioners 
recognizes that the substantial long-term economic, health and environmental benefits to the citizens of 
Cook County realized through the use of green design strategies justifies the possibility of initial 
increased capital expenditures; and

Chairman Moreno asked a representative from the office of Capital Planning to speak on the proposed 
ordinance. 

Elizabeth Melas, Deputy Director of Capital Planning and Policy, said that the Office of Capital Planning 
and Policy has recommended minor changes to the ordinance, and that this is the first time the department 
has set out to achieve green construction. She stated that they are working toward making the new 
Domestic Violence Court a green building. She said that they expect a small initial cost, which should be 
offset by operational savings in energy efficiency and in other areas. 

Public Testimony 

Helen J. Kessler, A1A and Executive Vice President. Sieben Energy Associates, stated that the U.S. Green 
Business Counsel put together the LEED rating system. She said the LEED system covers the areas of 
site design, water efficiency, energy efficiency, materials, resources and indoor environmental quality. 
She stated that LEED designed buildings have greater comfort and result in greater productivity on behalf 
of the workers. She further commented that it is possible to achieve a 20% to 30% energy savings using 
LEED systems that are a little atypical but yield lifecycle cost savings. 
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Chairman Moreno asked what the fiscal impact would be for the County. He also asked whether Ms. 
Kessler could go into detail about the 20% to 30% energy savings. 

Ms. Kessler stated that up front a LEED system could be more cost-intensive for the County in design 
terms, but that it would cost the County less in terms of lifecycle. She stated further that the Illinois 
Clean Energy Community Foundation provides funding to not for profits—the County would be a 
candidate-to support energy efficient design that could mitigate the up front costs. 

Commissioner Quigley noted that there is an innovative and creative green technology site that the City of 
Chicago built on the West Side. He stated also that Mr. Lamont and the Capital Planning and Policy 
department have taken the initiative in designing the Domestic Violence Courthouse in accordance with 
LEED design, and should be commended for the resulting better health of those who will use the facility, 
for the environmental benefits and for moving toward a sustainable city. He stated that the attorney has 
also developed green design standards for new police stations and libraries. 

Commissioner Schumann noted that it could be more expensive to retrofit buildings than to build new 
construction. He inquired what the break-even point typically is on LEED designed buildings. 

Ms. Kessler responded that if enough investment is put into the design end of the process, the savings 
could be immediate. There needs to be, however, a change in how the process occurs, with more work 
put in at the beginning. 

Commissioner Schumann inquired if immediate savings in energy could offset the upfront design costs. 

Ms. Kessler responded, yes, this is possible. She stated that, for example, with reference to cooling 
systems, we are dealing with incremental costs, which are very small. And while the capital costs of a 
fuel-efficient cooling system are higher than the capital costs of a less fuel-efficient cooling system, these 
costs can be offset very quickly. 

Mr. William Kosik, Director of Engineering, OWP/P, and a LEED accredited professional, stated that 
there are 2 categories of the LEED requirements/rating system, one that deals with energy and atmosphere 
and the other that deals with indoor environmental qualities. He stated that the requirements guide design 
professionals, especially the many with no experience designing green buildings. He stated that the U.S. 
Green Building Council supports designers and owners and have many case studies and also are willing 
to provide interpretations for the materials. He further stated that while the rating system is above and 
beyond code it is not far-fetched. He stated that one example of a green guideline is the Ashray Energy 
Standard which the City of Chicago recently adopted as part of their energy code. He commented that 
there are some upfront construction costs incurred, but employee comfort is achieved and there are long¬ 
term operational savings. He stated that another example of a LEED certified building is the new 
Chicago police station prototype which OWP/P is working on; early estimates are a 5% to 7% extra cost 
for green/LEED design. 

Chairman Moreno referred to a building on Sacramento Street in Chicago where the renovation was 
budgeted at 20% for LEED design. He asked whether it is less expensive for new LEED construction 
than for LEED renovation of a new building? 

Mr. Kosik stated that renovation will typically be more expensive. He stated also that the building to 
which Commissioner Moreno referred, aggressively went after energy-savings and that 20% is on the 
higher end of what you would typically see. 
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Commissioner Moreno asked whether the recapture of costs would occur sooner on a green-designed 
building than on a green-renovated building. 

Mr. Kosik replied yes. 

Mr. Moreno asked that all the commissioners be listed as co-sponsors of the ordinance. 

Commissioner Quigley, seconded by Commissioner Steele, moved approval of the substitute 
ordinance. The motion carried.

AN ORDINANCE DIRECTING COOK COUNTY TO ADOPT LEADERSHIP 
IN ENERGY AND ENVIRONMENTAL DESIGN (LEED) ™ GREEN BUILDING 
RATING SYSTEM FOR ALL NEWLY CONSTRUCTED COUNTY FACILITIES 

WHEREAS, buildings consume 30% of the total energy and 60% of electricity generated in the United 
States; and 

WHEREAS, the planning, design, construction, and operation of Cook County’s buildings, facilities and 
leaseholds should have a significant positive effect on the County's sustainability. Cook County shall 
promote resource-efficient design of new' County facilities in order to increase their efficiency, save 
financial resources, and reduce the negative environmental impact of demolition, construction, and 
operation of buildings; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County's design and building decisions impact the prudent use of the County’s 
energy and w'ater supplies, the cost of remediating hazardous materials conditions, the health and 
productivity of its employees, transportation choices of County employees and visitors of County 
facilities, as well as the rate at which the County’s landfill capacity is depleted; and 

WHEREAS, the lack of adequate areas for collecting and loading recyclable materials is a significant 
impediment to diverting solid waste and creates an urgent need for governmental bodies to address space 
allocation for solid waste source reduction, recycling, and composting activities; and 

WHEREAS, many federal, state, and municipal governmental bodies have recognized the positive role 
they can play in helping to establish a market for environmentally-preferable design and construction 
materials by promulgating green building ordinances and guidelines; and 
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WHEREAS, thoughtful planning and design decisions made by the County in the construction and 
remodeling of its facilities and leaseholds can result in a significant cost savings to the County over the 
life of such facilities and leaseholds; and 

WHEREAS, buildings with good overall environmental quality, including effective ventilation, good 
indoor air quality, proper lighting, and appropriate acoustics, can increase worker productivity by six to 
16 percent'; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Green Building Council (USGBC) a non-profit, nationally recognized 
association with membership representing all segments of the building industry, including architects, 
manufacturers, government agencies, and environmentalists, has created Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design (LEED); and 

WHEREAS. LEED is a green building rating system that provides specific principles and practices, 
some mandatory but the majority discretionary, that may be applied during the design, construction, and 
operation phases, which enable the building to be awarded points from reaching preset standards of 
environmental efficiency so that it may achieve LEED certification from the USGBC as a “green” 
building: and 

WHEREAS, LEED is recognized nation-wide by public and private sectors alike as a credible and viable 
guide for realizing the goal of a sustainable, energy efficient building that achieves significant cost 
savings over its lifespan; and 

WHEREAS, the cities of Seattle and Austin have adopted ordinances that require their government 
buildings to meet LEED standards for certification; and 

WHEREAS, our Armed Forces recognize the need for sustainable building design, as evidenced in the 
recent construction of the Bachelor Enlisted Quarters at the Great Lakes Naval Training Center in 
Waukegan, Illinois, the first building in the area designated a LEED building by the USGBC; and 

WHEREAS, in adopting the requirements set forth in this legislation, the Board of Commissioners 
recognizes that the substantial long-term economic, health and environmental benefits to the citizens of 
Cook County realized through the use of green design strategies justifies the possibility of initial 
increased capital expenditures; and 

WHEREAS, LEED is based on accepted environmental and energy principles, is divided into five key 
categories, is comprehensive in scope, supported with well-coordinated resources, and clearly describes 
the intent, requirements, and suggested technologies and strategies to apply for each credit available; and 

WHEREAS, LEED ensures that through all stages of a new Cook County building’s lifecycle: design, 
construction, and operation, the building will have a less negative impact on the environment and a more 
positive impact on the health and productivity of its workers as well as the financial strength of the 
County.

The chairman then asked the 
projected number of patients that will be referred to this new clinic. 
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Mr. Bob Kohl, Director, Ambulatory Development stated projections indicate that the Westside Health 
Authority could accommodate approximately thirty thousand annual visits. He further commented that 
currently approximately thirteen thousand patients are seen at the existing center. Mr. Kohl concluded by 
saying that some patients may still be seen at Fantus Clinic. 

Chairman Steele expressed her concern that when she visits Stroger Hospital she sees so many people 
standing in line for registration, and it is her hope that the new clinic will alleviate this problem. 

Ruth Rothstein, Bureau Chief stated one-third of the new facility is dedicated to ambulatory care so many 
of the specialties will be relocated from Fantus Clinic and to the new hospital which will help relieve 
some of the pressure. 

Commissioner Butler, seconded by Commissioner Carr, moved the approval of Communication 
No. 255288, as amended. The motion carried.
